Curtous Facts. 


——The largest pin factory in the world is 
in Birmingham, England, where thirty-seven 
= pins are manufactured every working 

——There was a calamity of the Vesuvian 
eruption which was not chronicled, at least, by 
cable. That is the extinction of the Neapolitan 
oyster. The Bay of Naples produced an oyster 
esteemed by epicures as the choicest in all Italy. 
For the present, at least, the Neapolitan oyster 
(a an extinct species. According to Professor 
Doru, director of the aquarium of Naples, the 
ashes from the volcano falling in the bay have 
covered the bottom to such a depth that every 
oyster in the beds was smothered, and the beds 
themselves hopelessly buried. 

——Two hundred years ago, when men and 
women were condemned to death for trivial 
offences, it was the custom in Scotland to com- 
mute the death sentences into perpetual servi- 
tude to specified masters—in other words, the 
condemned person became a siave. It was 
further ordained that he should wear a metal 
collar round his neck recording his sentence and 
punishment. The Soclety of Scottish Antiqua- 
ries owns one of these collars, fished out of the 
Forth above Alloa. It is of brass, with this 
inscription: “ Alexander Stewart, found gulity 
of death for theft at Perth, 5th December, 1701, 
and gifted by the Justiclars as a perpetual ser- 
vant to.Sir John Aresken of Alva.” 

——The oldest architectural ruins in the world 
are believed to be the rock temples at Ipsam- 
pool, on the Nile in Nubia. One of the ancient 
templesconsists of fourteen apartments hewn 
out of solid stone. The largest single stone used 
in this work is one which forms a veranda like 
projection along one side of the maintemple. It 
is fifty-seven feet long, fifty-two broad and sev- 
enteer—one account says nineteen—feet thick 
This colossal stone is supported by two rows of 
massive square pillars, four in each row and 
each thirty feet high. To each of these pillars 
is attached a colossal figure of a human being, 
reaching from floor to roof. In front of the main 
temple are seated still another colossi, four in 
number, the two largest being each sixty-five 
feet high. The ruins are supposed to be four 
thousand years old. 

——Moving olctures are considered a modern 
invention ; but at the beginning of the eighteenth 
century an English engineer invented an ar- 
rangement of figures painted on thin strips of 
wood which were put on a canvas backgr ound 
so that by the ald of wires they could be made 
to move and go through various actions in a 
Ufelike way. This was considered a marve) at 
that time, and the engineer exhibited his inven- 
tion all over England. 

——General Kearney was directed totake the 
Spanish provinces of New Mexico and Califor- 
ola. Starting from Fort Leavenworth (June 
1846). a journey of about a thousand miles 
brought him to Santa Fe. Unfurling here the 
United States flag he continued his march 
toward California. On his way, however, he 
learned from Kit Carson, the noted huuter, that 
he was too late. The winter before, Capt. John 
C. Fremont, with a company of sixty men, had 
been engaged in surveying anew route to Ore- 
gon. Learning that the Mexican commandant 
intended to expel the American settiers, he 
went to their rescue, although he was not aware 
that war had broken out between the United 
States and Mexico. With greatly inferior num- 
bers, he was victor over the Mexicans in every 
conflict. By the help of Commodores Sloat and 
Stockton, and alsoGeneral Kearney, who came 
in time to aid in the last battie, the entire coun 
try was conquered.

The farmer must raise horses that he can 
sell readily, not trade. Any horse will 
trade but every one will not sell.

It would appear from Government statis- 
tics that the value of horses has increased 
surprisingly during the past nine years. 
On Jan. 1, 1897, there were 14,364,667 horses 
in the United States, and their estimated 
value at that time was $452,649,396, the 
average value at this estimate being about 
$31.50 per head. On Jan. 1, 1906, the total 
number of horses was 18,718,578, and their 
estimated value was $1,510,889,906, which is 
about $80.75 per head, or more than 2} 
times as much per head as was their esti- 
mated value nine years ago. Thisdoes not 
indicate that the horseless carriage has 
serionsly injured the horse-bréeding indus- 
try, at least so far as values are concerned. 


Breed only from sound mares and to 
sound stallions is certainly sound advice. 
Practical breeders have. learned from ex- 
perience that an animal which has become 
unsound from accident, but whose ances- 
tors were free from hereditary unsound- 
ness, is much less liable to transmit the 
infirmity from which he or she has suffered 
than is a sound animal, some whose ances- 
tors suffered from the same form of un- 
soundness, which was hereditary. This 
may seem to a novice like a distinction 
without a difference, but it is not. The 
progeny is more liable to inherit the char- 
acteristics of the family than of the indi- 
vidual.—Horse Breeder.

Butter Markets Firm. 


The butter situationin Boston is firm at 
the present level of prices, receipts being 
moderate, and, in fact, considerably below 
those of this period last year. ‘The back- 
wardness of the pasture season is no doubt 
responsible, and an improvement should be 
noticed from now on in quantity, » hatever 
may be said of quality. Asa rule, heavy 
rains increase the watery content of past- 
ure grass, and while the milk flow is stimu- 
lated the quality is not improved. 

Strictly choice butter stock is held at 
firm prices, a fraction above the lowest of 
the recent decline, and, in fact, really choice 
cannot be bought below 20} cents. Under- 
grades show no change, and as usual are 
not in very brisk demand. Dairy butter is 
mostly below extra quality, and nothing is 
offered in any considerable quantity for 
more than 18 cents and most of it sells at 16 
to 17 cents. Boxand print butters, as for 
some time past, are in over-supply and can- 
not be sold for more than tub butter. A 
little improvement is noted, however, in 
the demand for print butter, although the 
priée is unchanged as compared with other 
grades. 

The general conditions affecting the but- 
ter trade are not unfavorable, The good 
times are still with us in full force, and 
there is no definite sign of the end of them. 
Industrial conditions, both in the United 
States and Europe, are active, and the mass 
of the people able to buy and pay for plenty 
of the best dairy products. A lively export 
movement is in progress, w means re- 
lief from the old stock in s and much 
of the lower priced stock current 
make as well as considerable tory and 
imitation butter. All this helps the gen- 
eral market here, and improves the position 
of the better grades. As long ap prices are 
moderate, and receipts likewise, there is 
nothing in sight of an unfavorable nature.
